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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner's Statement for Reasons of Allowance 

This Office Action is responsive to the amendments filed on 3/24/08. Claims 6- 
12 and 16-26 are pending. Claims 1-5 and 13-15 have been canceled without 
prejudice. Claims 25 and 26 are new. Applicant's remarks filed in the request have 
been fully considered and are persuasive, thus the former 35 USC 1 1 2, 35 USC 1 02, 
and 35 USC 1 03 rejections have been overcome. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art of record fails to teach or make obvious a method of controlling a door of a 
drum type washing machine, the washing machine including a cabinet having the door 
on a front vertical surface thereof and the washing tub positioned within the cabinet with 
an opening thereof corresponding to the door, the method comprising locking or 
unlocking the door based on a result of a comparison between a sensed water level and 
a reference water level , in combination with at least the respective limitations found in 
independent claims 6 and 16.
